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WALLFLOWERS 

The  old-fashioned  kind  has  undergone  a  progressive 
transformation  so  that  the  modern  varieties  are 
among  our  most  desirable  spring  flowering  plants. 
They  are  especially  desirable  as  clusters  in  front  of 
shrubberies,  for  border  planting,  and  in  rock  gardens. 
For  window  box  planting  during  the  winter  they 
provide  an  attractive  feature  by  their  green  foliage 
during  the  cold  season,  which,  if  not  abnormal,  they 
stand  without  damage.  Spring  then  brings  out  a 
flowering  period  of  nearly  six  weeks  with  abundant 
fragrance.

From  far-off  Australia  the  most  handsome  of  the 
Iceland  Poppies  has  made  its  appearance  under  the 
name  of  Coonara  Pink,  and  as  it  happens  to  be  easy 
to  grow,  this  plant  is  sure  to  win  the  heart  of  every 
flower  lover.
